Louisville Jury Awarded That Sum to 
Woman Against Man Who Forced 
Attentions on Her.

LOUISVILLE, Ky.. April 9.—A jury has 
decided that an unwelcome hug constitutes 
damages to the amount of one cent, and, 
accordingly, rendered judgment for that 
sum against Richard Langan, who was 
sued by Mrs .Lizzie Cecil for forcing his at- 
fections ipon her. 

Langan is a capitalist. Mrs. Cecil and her 
husband rented their home from him. On 
the prétense of having repairs made Lan- 
gan went to the Cecil home and made him- 
‘elf so agreeable that the woman showed 
him a small crucifix. 

Instead of putting Langan into a devout 
frame of mind the sight of the crucifix 
caused him to pide an arm around Mrs. 
Cecil's waist. ;

ST. LOUIS BOND REQUIRED. 

Robert M. Snyder, under’ indictment 
charged with bribery in connection witr 
the Central Traction bill, was before Judge 
Ryan Wednesday morning to renew his 
bond of $5000.

LAW ON BOND FORFEITURES 


Former Governor Charles P. Joh ison 
Discusses Points Brought Up by 
the Kratz Case. 


Gov. Charlies P. Johnson for thse Post- 
Dispatch Wednesday discussed the indemni- 
fication of bonds given in the criminal court 
as follows: ; 

“A man has the same right to secure 
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defendant get away with the knowledge and 


tacit eot.sent of his surety, it would be an 


«xtremely difficult matter to prove this in 


court. 


LAW CAN’T PRESUME. 


“The law has no right to presume the 
bondsman aided or abetted the: . escape 
thro@gh friendship or the desire for the 
possession of the escrowed property. The 
ends of justice are satisfied so far as the 
bondsman’'s liability is concerned when it 
seizes the bond.

, cated in the flight of a defendant. It would 


he necessary in that’ event to show-~that a 
conspiracy existed to aid the prisoner in 
escaping trial, that a bondsman was found 
whe gave security with full know!edge ot 
the conspiracy, and who concealed the 
fiigint from the authorities. That bondsman 
could be proceeded against in the criminal 
courts. 

“Instances are not rare when sureties go 
into court and asked to be relieved of their 
responsibility for the appearance of the ac- 
cused. Investigation will show that nearly 
2il of these cases were where the bond 
was furnished, nat from friendship oF on 
cecurity, but for a consideration. 


CIRCUIT ATTORNEY COLLECTS. 
‘The inability to realize on bond forfeit- 


ures in Missouri is becoming so grave that 
legislative action is imperatively necessary. 

“It is the duty of the circuit attorney to 
collect the forfeitures in the criminal 
courts. The condition that Mas existed has 
made this almost impossible for the reason 
that when he looked for the property of 
the surety he found that it had been trang- 
ferred before the bond was called. Th 
practice has become widespread, and thou- 
sands of bonds in the hands of the court's 
officers are worthless paper 

“The remedy for this is simple, but it re- 
quires the action of the Legislature. There 
should be an act passed making a bend as 
great a lien on property as a judgment. 

BOND IS A LIEN. 

“Thus, when & man signs a bond he is 

signing a lien on his estate that can be en- 


forced at any time after the signing as the 
court shall see fit. In this way even the 
transferred property could be proceeded 
against. 

“Under the law the circuit attorney re- 
oeives as his fee for collecting bonds $75 for 
every $1000 forfeited. The balance goes into 
the school fund of the state. 

“The other costs of the court are assessed 
against the bondsman, which he must pay 
with the bond.”’

Burning Kettle Hurled From 
Fifth Story of Holland

NO. 6 MEN SCORNED WATER 


NOR WOULD THEY USE THE 
CHEMICAL EXTINGUISHER. 


As the Blazing Vessel Shot Sizzling to 
the Ground the Crowd Cheered the 
Modern Method of the Victory 
Over Fire. 


Assistant Fire Chief Busch threw a ket- 
tle of burning oil from a fifth-story win- 
dow of the Holland building on Seventh 
street at noon Wednesday, thus preventing 


the building from catching fire. 

A large crowd had gathered in the alley 
helow to watch the firemen, but Chief 
Busch cleared the way for the blazing oil 
by shouting to them. 
~The fire was in the office of the Peerless 


Holland tuilding. 

Engine Company No. 6 received. the alarm 
in the shape of a call of fire from:a window 
on the fifth floor of the office building. 

The Peerless Compound Manufacturing 
Co. manufacturers lubricating oll in its of- 
fice in the Holland building. 

A kettle of the liquid heating on a gas 
stove was left in charge of an office boy 
Wednesday morning. 

The office boy left the room, it is said, and 
while he was gone the liquid got too hot 
and tznited. 

J. H. McMechan, manager of the com- 
pany, discovered it blazing flercely. The of- 
fice was full of smoke and the corridor out- 
side was. filling through an op@m transom. 

He called to the occupants of an office 
across the corridor and the call of fire was 
from there repeated out the window across 
Seventh street to No. 6 engine house. 

Chief Busch and a detail of firemen rushed 
into the building and were carried to the 
fifth floor in an elevator. 

Their first decision was to use the chem- 
ical on the blaze. 

When they saw it was confined to the ket- 
tle, however, Chief Busch ordered it thrown 
from the window. 

‘He talled to ‘the crowd below to cled? the 
way. and then, seizing the ket-le, carried It 
across the room and gave it a swing from 
the .building. 

The blaze leaped from the kettle and 
roared flercely as it descended and spilled 
over the ground below. The crowd cheered 
the novel victory over the flames.

ENGLAND’S HAND IN VIEW. 
In view of the investigation ‘now being 
made at New Orleans the important fact to 
be developed at Lathrop is, who js running

Many things point to the latter conclusion. 

When Maj. Moore was ,first approached 
by the Post-Dispatch correspondent, he was 
cold and distant: He could not see that 
anything was ito be gaired, he-said, by hav- 
ing the great industry here made known to 
the world. He was careful to explain that 
the horses and mules are not purchased 
by the British remount commission in 
Lathrop, but that the buying is done here 
by Guyton and Harrington, and that they 
sell to the British government in South 
Africa. 

A little investigation, however, put an- 
other light on the transactions that go on to 
Lathrop. 

That the British government is tnterested 
In the industry is plainly apparent. It re- 
quires millions of capital to carry on the 
business, from the starting point of the 
horses in some western state until they are 
landed in South Africa. To send 120,000 
horses and mules to South Africa, ata cost 
of $200 for each horse and an average cost 
of 3400 for every mule, would require more 
capital than could be commanded in (Cilin- 
ton County today, and is attended with a 
risk no American dealer would take. The 
British government owns the horses that are 
shipped from here. The business is theirs 
to all intents and purposes, and it seems as 
much like supplying war material as would 
be the leasing of powder mills and the 
shipment of the product from the state of 
Missouri. 


BRITONS BOOM LATHROP. 
A few weeks 2g0 a pamphlet was issued 
to advertise Lathrop and its growing in- 


dustries, and a contribution was made to it 
by Maj. Moore, writing on the subject of 
horses and mules. He explains that the 
Boer wur has caused a market for horses 
all over the world, and that officers of the 
British remount department of the army 
}are at work in every country where horses 
,;are to be bought. 

“The commission in the United States is 
} the largest of all, and accounts for about 
7000 animals monthly," wrote Maj. 
| He explains that on May 1901, an ar- 
| Fenoemenst was made between Guyton and 
Harrington and the British government for 
the purchase of horses In the United States 
and that the purchases have since beep 
made through that firm. Mai. Moore has 
been interviewed a number of times since 
he has been in Lathrop, and is an adept at 
saying nothing. When told of the charges 
that had been made, and that the attention 
of Gov. Dockery had been called to the 
British remount camp at Lathrop, Maj 
Moore changed his attitude. 
It was last night when the major was 
first seen by the correspondent, and when 
his haughty bearing was so chilly. Ry 
morritng he had thought some on the sub- 
jec’ and when he went to the big west 
barn he was dressed like a Clinton County 
farmer. The striped cap was not to be seen 
and the riding boots were at home. Maj. 
Moore wore no stock. 
“IT am here as a private citizen,” he said 
“Surely the right of Mr. Guyton to buy and 
sell as he pleases cannot be disputed by 
vour government? We came bere to inspect 
the horses and mules, with a view of 
buying them. Wee § are not revre- 
sentives of the British army. and this ts 
not a camp of the British remount corm- 
mission. Thatis the wrong impress'‘on. Th 
British government owns nothing here, and 
when we €o away these men will have ull 
these barns and land left to continue the 
business. They sell in all the markets of 
the world.” 


GUYTON TALKS LITTLE. 


Guyton is an old dealer in horses and 
mules, and has been in the business manv 
years. He began buying in Lathrop eigh- 
teen years ago, and is looked upon as one 
of the substan‘ial citizens of the county.

CECIL RHODES’ INMOST 


FRANK AVOWAL OF PLAN MADE 
TO WILLIAM T. STBAD. 


One of His Ideas Was to Absorb the 
World’s Wealth in His Society and 
Hold Parliament Alternately 
at London and Washington. 


LONDON, April 9.—An article on Cecil 
Rhodes by William T. Stead will appear in 
the forthcoming. number of the American 
Review of Reviews. The article, excerpts 
from which follow, 
powerful explanation of Cecil Rhodes’ views 
on American and Great Britain, and for the 
first time sets forth his own ininost aims. 
It was written by himself to W. T. Stead in 
1890. For originality and breadth of thought 
it eclipses even his now fumous will, yet 
it ig merely a collection of disjointed ideas, 


hurriedly put together by the colossus ag a 
Summary of a long conversation held be- 
tween himself and Mr. Stead. In these days 
Mr. Stead was not only, one of Mr. Rhodes’ 
most intimate friends, as indeed he was till 
the last, but also hig execu‘or. Mr. Stead’s 
name was removed from the list of the trus- 
tees of the Mr. Rhodes’ wil! only because of 
the war which forced the two men into 
such vehement political opposition. Of this 
episode Mr. Stead says: 

‘Mr. Rhodes’ action was not only nat- 
ural, and from - administrative point cf 
view, desirable, but in no way effected 
my attif@de as political confidant in all 
“nome related to Mr. Rhodes’ wcrid-wide pol- 


n its three colums of conn sentences, 
the whale philosophy of Mr. Rhodes’ inter- 
nationgl and individual live is embraced. 
Perhaps it can best be summarized as an 
argument in favor of the organization of 
a secret society on the lines of the Jesuit 
crder for the promotion of the peace and 
welfare of the world, and the establishment 
of an American-British federation, with ab- 
solute home rule for the component parts. 

I am a bad writer,”’ said Mr. Rhodes 
in one part of what might be called his 
confessions, “but, through my ill-connected 
Sentences you can trace the lay of my 
ideas, and you can give my idea the liter- 
ary cletning, that is necessary.” 

But Mr. Stead wisely refused to edit or 
dress it up, saying: “I think the public 
will prefer to have these rough, hurried 
and sometimes ungrammatical notes exact- 
ly as Mr. Rhodes scrawled them off, rather 
than have them supplied with literary cloth- 
ing by any one else 


Copied After the ; 
Jesuit Order. 
Mr. Rhodes commenced by declaring that 
the “‘key’’ to his idea for the devel pment 
of the English speaking race was the foun- 


dation of a “‘soclety copied, as to organi- 
zation from the Jesuits.’’ Combined with a 
differential rate and a copy of the United 
States’ constitution,’’ wrote Mr. Rhodes, 
is home rule or federation.” 

An organization formed on these lines 
in the ouse of Commons, constantiy 
working for decentralizat'on and not wast- 
ing time on trivial questions raised by 
“Dr. Tanner, or the important matter of 
O’Brien’s breeches,” would, Mr. Rhodes 
believed, soon settle the all important 
question of the markets for the products 
of the empire. 

“The labor question,”’ he wrote, “is im- 
portant, but that is deeper than labor.’’ 

America, both in its possibilities of aHlil- 
ance and its attitude of commerciai rival. 
was apparently ever present in Mr. Rhodes’ 
mind. ‘“‘The world with America in the 
forefront,’’ he wrote, ‘‘is devising tariffs to 
boycott your manufacturers. This is the 
supreme question. I believe that England, 
with fair play, sheuld manufacture for the 
world, and, being a free trader, I believe 
that, until the world comes to its senses, 
you should deslare war, { mean commer- 
cial war, with those trying to boycott your 
manufacturers. That is my program. You 
might finish the war by a union with Amer 
ica and universal peace after a hundred 
vears. 


Even the Rich 
Would Be Gainers. 
But toward this millennium, Mr. Rhodes 
believed the most powerful factor would 
be a “secret society, organized like Loy- 


ola, supported by the accumulated. wealth 
of those whose aspiration is a desire to do 
something,’’ and who are spared the ‘“‘hid- 
eous annoyance,” daily created by the 
thought as to which “of their incompetent 
relations’’ they should leave their fortune. 
These wealthy people, Rhodes thought, 
would thus be greatly relieved, and be ble 
to turn ‘‘their ‘ill-gotten or inherited gains 
to some advantage.’”’ 

Reverting to himself Mr. Rhodes said: 

“It is a fearful thought to you to pos- 
sess a tent and then doubt whether your 
life will last through the circumlocution of 
the patent office. I have that inner con- 
viction that if I can live I have thought 
out something that is worthy of being reg- 
istered in the patent office. The fear is, 
shall I have time and opportunity, and I 
believe, with all the enthusiasm bred in the 
soul of an inventor that it is not self glo- 
rification that I desire, but the wish to live 
and register my patent for the benefit of 
those who, I think, are the greatest peo- 
le the world has ever seen, but whose 
ault is that they do not know their 
strength, their greatness or their destiny, 
‘but who are wasting their time in minor 
or local matters; but, being asleep, do not 
know that through the invention of steam 


‘and electricity and, in view of their own 


enormous increase, they. must now be 
trained to view the world as a whole, and 
not only to consider the social questions 
or the Fritish Isles. Even a Labouchere 
who possesses no sentiment should be 
taught that the labor of England is de- 
pendent on the outside world, and, that 
as far as I can see, the outside world, if 
he does not look out, will boycott the re- 


suit of English labor.”’

IMPERSONATING A HEBREW HE 
IS NOT DETECTED. 


HAS A LAUGH ON THE POLICE 


Old Clothes Men and Peddling Women 
Give Joe Welch Their Confidence 
and Advice. 


Joe Welch, a Hebrew impersonator at 
one of the local theaters, made up as 
a Polish Jew Tuesday afternoon and took 
a walk through the St. Louis Ghetto. to 
test the impenetrability of his disguise. 

For an hour and a half ne walked on 
Morgan, Carr, Seventh and Eighth streets 
and talked to many Hebrew shop. keepers 


pndetected. 

Finally he went into the Carr Street Po- 
lice Station, in the heart of the Ghetto, 
and complained that his clothing had been 
stolen from his room across the street, 
Capt. Boyd, never doubting the story that 
Welch told tin Yiddish-English, sent an of- 
fieer with the unfortunate Jew (7) to inves- 
tigate the alleged robbery. 

At Seventh and Wash streets Welch re- 
vealed his identity and waiked hurriedly 
hack to the station. He was in the midst 
of a recital uf his alleged wrong when the 
patrolman assigned to investigate the case 
returned, 

Considerably etatiamend by the Jews 
story the pvuliceman resolved to test the 
matter. He walked up to the alleged Pole 
and seized his short brown whiskers and 
pulled strongly. Then, to the amazement 
of the office foree in the station, the beard 
of’ the actor peeled off like so much sel- 
vedge.

The Ghetto crowd that Had seen their 
countryman enter the station with a beard 
and return beardless were much amazed. 

Welch claims to be the only Jewish im- 
personator in the country who can invade 
the Ghettos of the great city and mingie 
with the people undetected. 

During the time the Post-Dispatch accom- 
panied the actor in his Ghetto tour Welch 
approached Hebrew shopkeepers, street 
merchants, ragmen and wognen peddlers 
and talked to each as an equal. 

He said he was a poor Polish Jew trying 
to earn a living in St. Louis, and he looked 
the part.

Delegate Fontana presented a resolution 
stalling upon the City Hall commissioners 
to finish the City Hall, which, the resolu- 
tion said, was a waste of money, and a 
Bestruction of public property in its pres- 
ent condition.

SHE WAS A WRITER OF POETRY 


Though an Invalid She Cheerfully Se- 
lected the German Books in the 
Public Library. 


Mrs. Augusta Sophia Kinner, @ literary 
woman who selected many of the Ger- 
man books used in the Public Library, 
died Tuesday at the home of her husband, 
Dr. Hugh Kinner, at 1103 Rutger street, 
from the results of a fal! from & Tower 
Grove street car at Broadway and W ash- 
ington avenue March ll. 

Mrs. Kinner was finely educated and 
learned in both German and American 
literature. She was a poetess and had 
written many verses. 

For 15 years she had suffered from 4 
hip disease which compelled her to use 
a cane and caused her great pain. She 
spent two years in Germany in an un- 
availing search for health. 

Her husband, Dr. Hugh Kinner, is noted 
as a student of Indian ethnology. He has 
spent a great deal of time among the Mokl, 
Navajos and other Indians of the South- 
west, and in many tribes he is admitted to 
full fellowship. 

During the past 15 years, in which Mrs. 
Kinner was never well, she has read al! 
the best and latest works of English, Amer- 
ican and German authors. 

Her acquaintance with German literature 
led the library authorities to ask her advice 
as to the selection of the Gcrman books 
purchased for the Public Library. Mrs. Kin- 
ner complied with this request cheerfully, 
and through her long period of suffering 
her cheery nature never succumbed. 

Qn March 15 Mrs. Kinner, w.iuie making 
a little journey downtown, fell from the 
platform of a Tower Grove car at Broad- 
way and Washington avenue and etruck 
the street with considerable force. She 
was able to reach home unassisted. 

Dr Kinner states that the fall affected 
Mrs. Kinner’s brain and he attributes her 
death to this cause, 

Mrs. Kinner was 59 years old. She came 
to America about 40 years ago. Dr. Kinner, 
a daughter and threes sons are surviving 
members of the family. 

The funeral will be held Thursday from 
the home. ‘The bedy will be cremated, in 
obedience to the wish of Mrs. Kinner.

CONCERT OF THE APOLLO CLUB 


Enthusiasm Over De Marchi and 


Homer Outdone by That for the 
St. Louis Composer. 


Paul Mori, a St. Louis composer, scored 
a triumph at the Apollo Club concert al 
the Odeon Tuesday night. 

While the fashionable audience that filled 
the big auditorium generously applauded 
De Marchi, encored Homer and ciapped 
their appreciation of the Apollo Club’s oth- 
er numbers, it burst into tumultuous en- 
thusiasm over its rendition of the Mori 
number on the program. 

This is an adaptation of the {nfectiously 
melodious sextet from Donizetti's ‘‘Lucia’’ 
to the words of a song entitled “Evening 
Bells,”’ 

Mr. Mori: treated the subject in an 
original and almost startling manner. To 
sing the composition it was necessary for 
Mr. Robyn to divide the club into two 
choirs. Th? arrangement provided a sep- 
arate melody for each of the four parts 
in both choirs and occasionally divided 
an individual part, making eight, and oc- 
casionally more parts. é 

The arrangement was so complicated and 
the first tenor parts so exceptionally high 
that the members of the club hesitated 
at attempting such a composition. 

But Mr. Robyn saw the magnificent 
possibilities in the St. Loulsan’s composi- 
tion and gave it the piace of honor on 
the program. Never in the history of the 
Apollo Club has it furnished qa more sen- 
sational number than this modestly titled 
‘Evening Bells.’’ 

The audience was at first surprised that 
only one-half the club began the number, 
but as the second choir added its vocel 
splendor they began to approve of the 
novelty.

“WASH CIRCULAR 


Waller’s Testimony Recalls 
the Threats It Contained, 


SAMAR NATIVES OUTLAWED 


ALL CONSIDERED ENEMIES UNTIL 
SHOWN TO BE FRIENDS. 


It Is Said War Department Hastily 
Moderated His Orders and Then 
Transferred Strenuous Genera] 
to the United States. 


Specia! to the Post-Dispatch, 

WASHINGTON, April 9.—War depart- 
ment officials make no comment on Maj. 
Waller’s remarkable statements in rebut- 
tal of Gen. Smith's testiony at the court- 
martial in Manila 

It was said at the department that if the 
court-martial shows that any officers not 
on trial have exceeded their authority “of 
course GenChaffee will be expected to take 
cognizance of the facts and begin action 
accordingly.”’ 

Refuge is taken by officers here behind 
the statement that, as yet, the facts have 
not been lald before the department and 
will not be until the records of the court- 
martial reach Washington, several weeks 
hence. 

Maj. Waller’s testimony recalls the fact 
that Gen. Smith issued a circular while in 
command of Samar in which he said, among 
other things: 

“Every native, whether in arms or living 
in pueblos or barrios, will be treated as an 
enemy until he has conclusively shown that 
he is a friend.’’ 

The circular also announced that his pol- 
icy would be to wage war in the sharpest 
and most decisive manner and that a course 
would be pursued that ‘“‘would create a 
burning desire on the part of the natives 
for peace.”’ 

The circular caused astonishment when 
received in Washington. Officers here were 
reticent ragardin t, and it is said direc- 
tions were issued from the department to 
modify the general's orders. 

A short time later Gen. Smith was trans- 
ferred to the United States to take com- 
mand of a peaceful department in this 
country. 

Major Waller testified yesterday before 
the court martial at Manila that Gen. 
Smith instructed him to kill and burn as he 
traversed Samar; that the more he killed 
and burned the better pleased he would 
be; that it was no time to take prisoners 
ape, that he was to make Samar a wilder- 
ners. 

The witness said that, when he asked 
the general to define the age limit, the reply 
was, “Everything over 10.”’ 

Major Waller says he repeated the order 
to Capt. Porter, saying: 

“We do not make war in that way on old 
men, women and children.”’ 

Capt. David D. Porter, Capt. Hiram I. 
Bearss and Lieut. Frank Halford, all of the 
Marine Corps, testified in corroboration of 
Waller’s statements.

The bullet pierced the brain and death 
was instantaneous. Moore turned with the 
smoking revolver in his hand and fled, and 
so far has succeeded in eluding the police.

The transit company’s report of the first three months’ busi- 
ness in 1902 shows an Increase of 1,497,901 passengers and a de- 
crease of 182,260 in the number of trips.

THE COST OF THE NAVY. 


We are accustomed to hear the navy 
spoken of as the pride of the American 
people. The beauty, speed and power of 
its ships, the fact that they were all built 
in American shipyards, the good account 
which officers and men have always given 
of themselves when occasion arose and the 
almost unbroken series of victories our 
ships have won since the days of Paul Jones 
justify national admiration. But without 
being a puffed-up people we are entitled 
to be proud of other things. There, for 
example, is the rew bullding of the LI- 
brary of Congress at Washington. No 
modern building of Europe surpasses it 
in beauty—no library building in the world 
equals it. Every day it is visited by hun- 
dreds of our people coming from all parts 
of the union. Scholars delve in its ample 
reading-rooms. Art lovers stroll through 
the ‘spacious corridors decorated by the 
most eminent American painters. As a 
treasury of ‘earning and of art it is justly 
the pride of the American peopie, and it 
cost only the price of one battleship. 

A recent official document issued by the 
navy department gives, for the first time, 
intelligible information concerning what it 
costs to keep these battleships—each of 
which represents a possible library of Con- 
gress building—in repairs. The Indiana, 
for example, costs in round numbers §$6.- 
000,000 and has had $282,000 spent on her in 
repairs, though one of the newest in the 
navy. The Massachusetts, costing about 
the same, has needed $222,000 repairs, while 
the Philadelphia, costing a beggarly §$2.- 
000,000, has cost $514,000, or more than 2% 
per cent of her cost, to keep in order. Since 
1888 the navy department has paid out $9,- 
345.000 for repairs, or, including construc- 
tion, more than $110,000.00 in all. Withal 
we are only fifth among naval powers, and 
out of the only war our new navy has en- 
gaged in we have acquired a useless, ex- 
pensive and cruel war against the principles 
of: democracy in the Philippines, and a 
scandal among the officers of our navy 
at home which will not be downed by the 
President's plan of calling Schley a coward. 
denying him all credit fur the victory off 
Santiagu and begging everybody to say no 
more about it.

NEW YORK, April 9.—A decision by the 
Cireult Court of Appeals just rendered, is 


of much interest. The petitioner, a former 


silk merchant, scheduled liabilities of $973.,- 
000 and assets of $196,000. His creditors vig- 
orously opposed a discharge of the debt. 
In its decision, the Court of Appeals says: 
“From Sept. 19, 1898, to April 12, 1900, the 
petitioner was hopelessly insolvent, yet in 
that period he lost in gambling houses, at 
roulette and faro and other games of 
chance, more than ..160,000, ands paid this 
sum out of money drawn from his business, 
as well as about $75,000 which he lost at 
stock speculations. 

“Knowing he could not meet his obliga- 
tions, he turned to rs and stock 
speculations in hope of retrieving his losses, 
but went from bad to worse and rapidly 
used up his assets and the money of his 
creditors.” 

On this account the referee's recommenda- 
tion denying a discharge of the debts was 
upheld.

Improvements in Dining Cars. 
Commenting on the recent change in the 
operation of the dining cars on the New
